Catholics hold a profound respect for all human life - sinners and saints, from 
womb to tomb. Why? Because we are God's special creation, made in the image 
and likeness of God. Despite our fragile humanity we are vessels of God's glory. 
St. Paul tells us, "God . . . made his light shine in our hearts . . . But we hold this 
treasure in earthen vessels, that the surpassing power may he of God and not from us" (2 
Cor. 4:6-7). We are redeemed sinners. Christ died for us, so we are adopted 
sons and daughters of God (Rom. 8:14-17). 

We advocate the right to life of every single human being. Yet, standing up for 
the rights of the unborn demands special attention. A few years ago I read an 
article by Fr. Thomas Williams who cited the following reasons for the 
uniqueness of abortion as a social justice issue: 

1. Abortion deals specifically with the destruction of innocent life. In 2004, 
Cardinal Joseph Ratzinger wrote: "There may be a legitimate diversity of 
opinion about waging war and applying the death penalty, but not however 
with regard to abortion and euthanasia." Though all life is precious, moral 
theology has always differentiated the destruction of "innocent life" as 
particularly heinous. 

2. Another factor is the sheer magnitude of the problem: an estimated 41.6 
million abortions worldwide each year. The volume of abortions makes it one of 
the most serious social justice issues of all time. 

3. A third factor separating abortion from other justice issues is its legal status. 
Unlike other instances of massive killing of human life, like terrorism, which 
stand clearly outside the law in advanced nations, abortion enjoys legal sanction. 
Pope John Paul wrote of the novelty of such "scientifically and systematically 
programmed threats" (Evangelium Vitae, no. 17).

4. A fourth distinguishing aspect of abortion is its arbitrary division of human 
beings into those worthy of life and those unworthy. Abortion deals not with the 
random killing of unrelated individuals, but with the circumscription of an 
entire class of human beings (the unborn) as non-persons, excluded from the 
basic rights and protections accorded to all other human beings. 

5. Abortion even distinguishes itself from related questions of medical ethics, 
such as euthanasia and assisted suicide, by the absence of any possibility of 
informed consent. The status of the unborn as voiceless and most vulnerable 
adds a further dimension to the gravity of abortion. 

6. Finally, abortion differs from other major social ills because of its relative 
invisibility. It takes place behind closed doors, and is hushed in public. As in the 
case of slavery, ending the social injustice of abortion relies mainly on the 
courage and willingness of persons and institutions not directly involved in 
abortion to speak out.

"The Supreme Court's 1973 decisions striking 
down the abortion laws of all fifty states, without 
any plausible basis in the Constitution for doing so, 
shocked almost everyone. Prominent legal 
scholars condemned Roe and Doe as examples 
of judicial extremism. Even so, their 
commentaries did not grasp how extreme the 
new abortion license was or would become. 
Although the decisions appear to permit an 
abortion ban in the third trimester of pregnancy, 
any such "ban" would have to allow abortions 
throughout all nine months for reasons of the 
mother's "health." As defined in Doe v. Bolton, 
health includes "all factors—physical, emotional, 
psychological, familial, and the woman's age— 
relevant to the well-being of the patient." 
Therefore, if an unwanted pregnancy caused any 
anxiety, or if the mother were unmarried, young 
or old—anything was enough to satisfy the 
health exception. Abortion on demand was now 
legal for any reason and at any point during 
pregnancy. No one in 1973 could have 
anticipated that by 2011 over 50 million children 
in the U.S. would die from abortion."

It can be found at 
www.usccb.org/issues-and-action/marriage-and-family/ 
marriage/promotion-and-defense-of-marriage/ecumenical-and- 

interreligious-activities.cfm . Signatories include leaders from 
Anglican, Baptist, Catholic, Evangelical, Jewish, Lutheran, 
Mormon, and Pentecostal communities in the United States. 
Cardinal-designate Timothy Dolan, archbishop of New York 
and president of the U.S. Conference of Catholic Bishops, said, 
"Marriage and religious liberty are at a crisis point in the 
United States. . . . anyone truly concerned with religious 
freedom must also be a defender of marriage's perennial 
definition." 

The leaders wrote: "We believe the most urgent peril is this: 
forcing or pressuring both individuals and religious 
organizations—throughout their operations, well beyond 
religious ceremonies—to treat same-sex sexual conduct as the 
moral equivalent of marital sexual conduct. There is no doubt 
that the many people and groups whose moral and religious 
convictions forbid same-sex sexual conduct will resist the 
compulsion of the law, and church-state conflicts will result." 
They added that "these conflicts bear serious 

consequences." "They will arise in a broad range of legal 
contexts, because altering the civil definition of 'marriage' does 
not change one law, but hundreds, even thousands, at once. By 
a single stroke, every law where rights depend on marital 
status—such as employment discrimination, employment 
benefits, adoption, education, healthcare, elder care, housing, 
property, and taxation—will change so that same-sex sexual 
relationships must be treated as if they were marriage. That 
requirement, in turn, will apply to religious people and groups 
in the ordinary course of their many private or public 
occupations and ministries —including running schools, 
hospitals, nursing homes and other housing facilities, providing 
adoption and counseling services, and many others," they said. 
The leaders warned that redefining marriage has consequences 
for the religious freedom of all Americans and urged civic 
leaders to defend marriage so as also to defend religious 
liberty. "We especially urge those entrusted with the public 
good to support laws that uphold the time-honored definition 
of marriage, and so avoid threatening the religious freedom of 
countless institutions and citizens in this country," the religious 
leaders said. 

The release of the letter comes days before the presidential 
proclamation for Religious Freedom Day (January 16) and a few 
weeks before World Marriage Day (February 12) and National 
Marriage Week USA (February 7-14).
